the user as a primary signal, one of the transmitter and primary receiver being adapted to be 
associated with the user and the other being associated with the control input, a reference 
receiver adapted to be associated with the user and to receive the signal via the user as a 
reference signal, and a controller arranged to receive the reference signal and the primary signal 
and to determine from them the proximity.
